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DETAILED ACTION 

1 ) Acknowledgement is made of Amendment received 4/23/2003. Applicant 
amends claim 10, and offers new claims 20-21, for consideration. 

Ciaim Objections 

2) Marked up changes to the claims have not been provided. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most neariy connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3) Claims 10-12, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

Amended claim 10 recites limitation "...an optical brightener arranged only at 
said outer side of said first coating layer and not throughout said first coating layer ....". 
The originally filed Specification fails to provide for the optical brightener arranged only 
on the outer side of the first coating layer and not throughout the first coating layer. The 
Specification on page 5 states that the brightener is "arranged both to the outer side of 
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the coating layer and in outer layer under the outer side". The recitation of "in outer 
layer under the outer side" in fact reads on the brightener being within the coating. 

4) Note: If Applicant deletes the new matter, the previous rejection in regard to 
claims 10-12, still applies. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5) Claims 13-21 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

The primary reason for indicating allowable subject matter is that the cited prior 
art does not show a method for producing an optically brightened printing paper, said 
method includes the step of drying a coated paper base followed by applying an 
aqueous solution of a derivative of diaminostilbene disulfonic acid to said dried coated 
paper (claim 13).
